All and every part of the Treaty of Peace be- 
tween the British Government and the State of 
Lahore, bearing date the 9th day of March 1846, 
except in so far as it may be temporarily modified 
in respect to Clause 15 of the said Treaty by 
this Engagement, shall remain binding upon the 
two Governments, 

Articie II. 

A British Officer, with an efficient Establishment 
of Assistants, shall be appointed by the Governor 
General to remain at Lahore, which Officer shall 
have full authority to direct and control all mat- 
ters in every department of the State. 


Articir JI, 


Every attention shall be paid, in conducting the 
administration, to the feelings of the people, to 
preserving the National Institutions and Customs, 
and to maintaining the just rights of all classes. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Changes in the mode and details of administra- 
tion shall not be made, except when found neces- 
sary for effecting the objects set forth in the fore- 
going Clause, and for securing the just dues of the 
Lahore Government. ‘These details shall be con- 
ducted by Native Officers as at present, who shall 
be appointed and superintended by a Council of 
Regency composed of leading Chiefs and Sirdars, 
acting under the control and guidance of the Bri- 
tish Resident. 

ARTIOLE V. 

The following persons shall in the first instance 
constitute the Council of Regency, viz. Sirdar ‘l'ej 
Sing, Sirdar Shere Sing Attareewalla, Dewan 
Dena Nath, Fakeer Nooroodeen, Sirdar Runjore 
Sing Majethea, Bhae Nidhan Sing, Sirdar Utter 
Sing Kaleewalla, Sirdar Shumshere Sing Sindhan- 
walla, and no change shall be made in the persons 
thus nominated without the consent of the British 
Resident, acting under the orders of the Governor 
General. 

AnticLe VI. 

The administration of the country shall be con- 
ducted by this Council of Regency in such manner 
as may be determined on by themselves in consul- 
tation with the British Resident, who shall have 
full authority to direct and coutrol the duties of 
every department. 

Articie VII. 

A British Force of such strength and numbers, 
and in such positions as the Governor Genergl may 
think fit, shall remain at Lahore for the protection 
of the Maharaja, and the preservation of the peace 
of the Country. 

Articte VIII 

The Governor General shall be at liberty to 
occupy with British Soldiers any Fort or Miliary 
Post in the Lahore Territories, the occupation of 
which may be deemed necessary by the British

Inasmuch as it is fitting that Her Highness the 
Maharanee, the mother of Maharaja Dulleep Sing, 
should have a proper provision made for the main- 
tenance of herself and dependants, the sum of One 
Lac and Fifty Thousand Rupees shall be set apart 
auuually for that purpose, and shall be at Her High- 
ness’ disposal. 

ArnticLe XI. 

The provisions of this Engagement shall have 
effect during the minority of His Highness Maha- 
raja Dulleep Sing, and shall cease and terminate 
on His Highness attaining the full age of 16 
years, or on the 4th September of the year 
1854, but it shall be competent to the Governor 
General to cause the arrangement to cease, at any 
period prior to the coming of age of His Highness 
at which the Governor General and the Lahore 
Durbar may be satisfied that the interposition of 
the British Government is no longer necessary for 
maintaining the Government of His Highness the 
Maharaja. 

This Agreement, consisting of Eleven Articles, 
was settled and executed at Lahore by the Officers 
and Chiefs and Sirdars above named on the 16th 
day of December 1846.

PORT OF AKYAB, COAST OF ARRACAN. 


The trade of the Port of Akyab having rapidly 
increased the attention of Mariners is now recalled 
to the existence ofthe Light on Faqeer’s Point at 
its entrance, and to the following Sailing Directions 
for entering the Harbour, by Captain Paterson, 
published 1844. In these the Light above referied 
to, which was not at thattime quite completed, was 
described as being erected on “ Mosque Point,” but 
this designation is now altered to “ Faqeer’s Point,” 
which is understood to be that by which it is best 
known, and which is that applied to it by the 
Commissioner of the Jrovince.

Sailing Directions for the Port of Akyab, in the 
Arracan River. 


Ships sailing for Akyab during the South Wes 
Monsoon should steer for the South end of West- 
ern Bolongo, in Lat. 19° 50’ N. Long. 93° 3’ Ie, 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward 
and Westward about five or six miles off shore, 
until the Light is sighted on the Great Savage, 
at the entrance of the Arracan River, then steer 
so as to bring it to bear N. by East or N. N. E., 
and if they intend to run in during the might, 
with either of these bearings, they will eross the 
bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water 
spring tides. 

After deepening across it, the course should be 
altered to N. by W. or even N. N. W., according 
to the state of the Tide and Sea at the time to 
avoid the Western Rocks (above water) bearing 
from the Light S. W.4.S., distant nearly half a 
mile; the I*lood Tide sets in on these Kocks. 


When the Light bears East in six to nine 
fathoms on the edge of the flat to the Westward, 
the course must be altered to N. N. E. and 
N. E. bv N., having brought the Light to bear 
S. E. by S. $4 S., the Ship will be inside of 
Passage Rock, which is five to seven feet above 
water, and bears from the Savage Light N. W. 
4 N.,-distant a quarter of a mile, and should then 
steer N. K. Easterly, to avoid the Reef project- 
ing from Faqeer’s boint amile in extent to the 
South; some of the Rocks are above water at 
half ebb, There isa Red Buoy placed on the 
Southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which 
with attention may be seen in a clear night with- 
out the Moon, and after bringing Faqeer’s Point 
te bear N. W. by N. to N. W. the Ship should 
anchor. 


On Faqeer’s Point a small Light House ig nearly 
finished, the Light of which will be a deep red, 
and will be seev about six miles or three miles 
beyond the bar, as a leading mark to clear the 
Western Rocks, keeping it a little open to the 
Westward of the Savage Light when steering in or 
out, also to point out when the Ship is inside of 
the Reef off Faqeer’s Point. With this Light 
bearing N. W. by N. to N. W. is good Anchorage, 
having excellent holding ground, and perfectly 
sheltered from the Sea. 


_A stranger should not attempt to run in at 
night, particularly in the rains, except at high or 


a] 


low water, as the ebb tide rons very rapidly in 
strong eddies off the Passage Rock, over the dan- 
gerous flat to the Westward, and the flood in 
strong eddies upon the Rocks. 


During the N. E Monsoon Ships bound to 
Akyab, ftom the Northward, should endeavour to 
make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in 
Lat 20° 1’ N., then steering due East they will 
avoid the Oyster Keef in Lat. 20° 5’ N., Long. 
92° 40’ East, which is distant from the Savage 
Light fifteen miles due West. ‘This course is 1e- 
commended, as although in favourable weather the 
Savage Light 13 seen outside the Reef in 16 to 37 
fathoms water, the depth suddenly decreases, and 
the probability of hazy or rainy weather would 
prevent the Light being seen, and steering boldly 
in to sight it, to the Northward of Lat. 20° 1/, 
would endanger the safety of the Vessel, by sud- 
denly falling upon the Oyster Rock or Reef be- 
fore sighting the Light House. 


I would not advise strangers on any occasion to 
make use of the channel inside of the Oyster Rock 
or Reet.

PORT OF AKYAB, COAST OF ARRACAN. 


The trade of the Port of Akyab having rapidly 
increased the attention of Mariners is now recalled 
to the’ existence of the Light on Faqeer’s Point at 
118 entrance, and to the following Sailing Directions 
for entering the Harbour, by Captain Paterson, 
published 1844. In these the Light above referred 
to, which was not at that time quite completed, was 
described as being erected on “ Masque Point,” but 
this designation is now altered to  Faqeer’s Point,” 
which is understood to be that by which it is best 
known, and which is that applied to it by the 
Commuissiouer of the Province.

Sailing Mtrections for the Port of Akyab, in the 
Ariacan River, 


Ships sailing for Akyab during the South West 
Monsoon should steer for the South end of West- 
ern Bolongo, in Lat. 19° 50’ N. Long. 93° 3’ E., 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward 
and Westward about five or six miles off shore, 
until the Light is sighted on the Great Savage, 
at the entrance of the Arracan River, then steer 
so as to bring it to bear N. by East or N. N. E., 
and if they intend to run in during the night, 
with either of these bearings, pe will cross the 
bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water 
spring tides. 

After deepening across it, the course should be 
altered to N. by W. or even N.'N. W., according 
to the state of the Tide and Sea at the time to 
avoid the Western Rocks (above water) bearing 
from the Light S. W.3S., distant nearly half a 
mile; the Flood Tide sets in on these Rocks 


When the Light bears East in six to nine 
fathoms on the edge of the flat to the Westward, 
the course must be altered ta N. N. E. and 
N. E. bs N., having brought the Light to bear 
S. E. by S. 4 S:, the ship will be inside of 
Passage Rock, which is five to seven feet above 
water, and bears from the Savage Light N. W. 
+ N., distant a quarter of a mile, and should then 
steer N. kK. Easterly, to avoid the Reef project- 
ing from Faqgeer’s Point a mile in extent to the 
South; some of the Rocks are above water at 
half ebb. There isa Red Buoy placed on the 
Southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which 
with attention may be seen in a clear night with- 
out the Moon, and after bringing Faqeer’s Point 
to bear N. W. by N. to N. W. the Ship should 
anchor. 


On Fageer’s Point a small Light House is nearly 
finished, the Light of which will be a deep red, 
and will be seen about six miles or three miles 
beyond the bar, as a leading mark to clear the 
Western tocks, keeping it a little open to the 
Westward of the Savage Light when eteering in or 
out, also to point out when the Ship ia inside of 
the Reef off Faqeer’s Point. With this Light 
bearing N W, by N. to N, W. ie good Anchorage, 
having excellent holdiag ground, and perfactly 
sheltered from the Sea. 


A stranger should not dttempt to rin in at 
night, particularly in the rains, except at high or 
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low water, asthe ebb tide runs very rapidly in 
strong eddies off the Passage Rock, over the dan- 
gerous flat to the Westward, and the fluod in 
strong eddies upon the Rocks. 


During the N.‘ E. Monsoon Ships bound to 
Akyab, from the Northward, should endeavour to 
make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in 
Lat. 20° 1’ N., then steering due East they will 
avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat. 20° 5’ N., Long. 
92° 40’ East, which is distant from the Savage 
Light fifteen miles due West. ‘This course is re- 
commended, as although in favourable weather the 
Savage Light is seen outside the Reef in 16 to 17 
fathoins water, the depth suddenly decreases, and 
the probability of hazy or rainy weather would 
prevent the Light being seen, and steering boldly 
in to sight it, to the Northward of Lat. 20° IV, 
would endanger the safety of the Vessel, by sud- 
denly falling upon the Ovster Rock or Reef be- 
fore sighting the Light House.

The trade of the Port of Akyab having rapidly 
increased the attention of Mariners is now recalled 
to the existence of the Light on Fageer’s Point at 
its entrance, and to the following Sailing Directions 
for entering the Harbour, by Captain Paterson, 
published 1844, In these the Light above referred 
to, which was not at that time quite completed, was 
deseribed as being erected on “ Mosque Point,” but 
this designation is now altered to “ Faqeer’s Point,” 
which is understood to be that by which ts fs best 
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known, and which is that applied to it by the 
Commissioner of the Province.

Sailing Directions for the Port of Akyab, in the 


Arracan River. 


Ships sailing for Akyab during the South West 
Monsoon should steer for the South end of West- 
ern Bolongo, in Lat. 19° 50’ N. Long. 93° 3’ FE, 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward 
and Westward about five or six miles off shore, 
until the, Light is sighted on the Great Savage, 
at the entrance of the Arracan River, then steer 
so as to bring it to bear N. by East or N. N. E., 
and if they intend to run in during the might, 
with either of these bearings, they will cross the 
bar tn the best water, in three fathoms low water 
spring tides. 

After deepening across it, the course should be 
altered to N. by W. or even N. N. W., according 
to the state of the Tide and Sea at the time tc 
avoid the Western Rocks (above water) bearing 
from the Light S. W.45S., distaut nearly half a 
mile; the Flood Tide sets in on these Rocks. 


When the Light bears East in six to nine 
fathoms on the edge of the flat to the Westward, 
the course must be altered to N. N. E. and 
N. E. by N., having brought the Light to bear 
S. E. by S. 4 S., the Ship will be inside of 
Passage Rock, which is five to seven feet above 
water, and bears from the Savage Light N. W. 
4 N., distant a quarter of a mile, and should then 
steer N. I. Easterly, to avoid the Reef project- 
ing from Tageer’s Point a mile in extent to the 
South: some of the Rocks are albove water at 
half ebb. There isa Red Buoy placed on the 
Southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which 
with attention may be seen in a clear night with- 
out the Moon, and after bringing T'aqeer’s Point 
to bear N. W. by N. to N. W. the Ship should 
auchor. 


On Fagqeer’s Point a small Light House is nearly 
finished, the Light of which will be a deep tad, 
and will be seen about six miles or three miles 
bevond the bar, as a leading mark to clear the 
Western Rocks, keeping it a little open to the 
Westward of the Savage Light when steering in or 
out, algo to point out when the Ship is inside of 
the Reef off Iaqeer’s Point. With this Light 
bearing N. W. by N. to N. W. is good Anchorage, 
having excellent holding ground, and perfectly 
sheltered from the Sea. 


A stranger should not attempt to run in at 
night, particularly in the rains, except at high or 
low water, as the ebb tide runs very rapidly in 
strong eddies off the Passage Rock, over the dan- 
gerous flat to the Westward, and the flood in 
strong eddies upon the Rocks. 


During the N. E. Monsoon Ships bound to 
Akyab, from the Northward, should endeavour to 
make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in 
Lat. 20° 1’ N., then steering due East they will 
avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat. 20° 5’ N., Long. 
92° 40’ East, which is distant from the Savage 
Light fifteen miles due West. This course is re- 
commended, as although in favourable weather the 
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Savage Light is seen outside the Reef in 16 to 17 
fathoms water, the depth suddenly decreases, and 
the probability of hazy or rainy weather would 
prevent the Light being seen, and steering boldly 
in to sight it, to the Northward’ of Lat. 20° 1, 
would endanger the safety of the Vessel, by sud- 
denly falling upon the Oyster Rock or Reef be- 
fore sighting the Light House. 


I would not advise strangers on any occasion to 
make use of the channel inside of the Oyster Rock 
or Reef.
